My dear Mr. Adams: 

In regard to the Sullivan medal 1 beg to enclose the 
proposed form of deed of gift and also the proposed title page 
and the fly-leaf which should be inserted in each book as it is 
presented to the various recipients. If these meet with your 
approval I will again consult with Mr. McCorkle and we will all 
proceed at once to get ready for the presentation. The deed 
provides only for the delivery at this moment to the Society,of 
40 medals and books, together with the dies, but in a very 
short time Mr. McCorkle will be prepared to make arrangements 
for the payment of such money as will be determined to be re- 
quisite for carrying out the intention of the gift. In this 
connection I would ask whether the Society is empowered by its 
charter to accept trusts of this nature or should the trust be 
made out to certain persons who are officers of the company. 
The matter can be managed in either way if I have the facts in 
regard to it.

In trust nevertheless and for and upen the uses and 
trusts following: : 

Te hold the same and te present ene of said bound 
copies of said medal in each year to each ef net mere than 
five persons, either men or women, whe shall have been admitted 
te the Bar ef New Yerk in the City ef New Yerk in the year in 
which such presentatien shall be made and whe shall have been 
recommended fer such presentation by the examining committees of 
the Bar er other bedy or bedies which shall have passed upon 
their qualifications fer admissien. en . 
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If such recommendation cannet be obtained then the 
persons to whom said bound copies of said medal shall be pre- 
sented shall be selected by the council ef said American Numise- 
matic Seciety. 

Such annual presentations shall be made se long as 
Baid Seciety shall have copies ef said medal for distributien 
of these hereby assigned er others te be made as hereinafter 
provided. 

Said Seciety shall receive and hold, as a separate 
fund, all moneys which may be cmtributed by said Committee er 
by other persens fer the purpese of striking other copies of 
said medal and preparing them for presentation as aforesaid, 
and shall invest said meneys and keep the same invested and apply 
the net inceme and revenue thereef te the striking ef such ad= 
ditional copies ef said medal as may be required fer presenta- 
tien as aforesaid and te the printing of ether cepics ef the 
memoir aforesaid and binding said medals with the same substane 
tially in the same form with these hereby assigned, te the end 
that such presentations may continue to be made annually and 
perpetually hereafter. 

The said The American Numismatic Society hereby ace 
cepts the foregoing assignment on the terms and for the purposes 
hereinbefore set forth and covenants and agrees, in considera- 

tien thereof te and with the said Assigners and each ef them 
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that it shall and will duly artes and do all the aote and 
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
